The people of Sierra Madre will soon 
begin to realize the great advantages re¬ 
sulting from good streets—for we are to 
have good streets, and the best that can 
be made. It is true that the present 
thoroughfares are not bad, and have 
served the people well while Sierra 
Madre was a small country village, but 
now that we are emerging from that 
state and entering the list of thriving 
and enterprising cities, it is eminently 
proper that this important branch of 
municipal improvement should not be 
neglected. Not only is this desirable 


liberally, realizing the good results 
which will follow the circulation of 
literature of the kind proposed. The 
work will be profusely illustrated, thus 
showing what we have without the 
necessity of a great mass of reading 
matter, and will contain no advertising. 
The board believes that the necessary 
sum will soon be raised and the work 
placed in the hands of the printer. 

In these days .of unbounded pros¬ 
perity, many are the schemes devised 
by those who seek to live by their wits 
and prey upon their fellow men to rope 
in and fleece the innocent lambs. And 
the wonder is that so many apparently 
intelligent people will be deluded into 
the belief that they can acquire a com¬ 
petency in a short time by the invest¬ 
ment of a small sum. Especially is 
this true when the investment is in a 
purely commercial business, subject to 
the fierce competition of the business 
world. An example of the latter kind 
has just been funished by the Pacific 
Syndicate Stores company, organized 
to conduct a system of IS, 20 and 30 
cent stores in cities of the Pacific coast. 
This company made great promises of 
rich returns, and secured subscriptions ! 
to its stock by many people of only 
moderate means as well as poor clerks, 
washerwomen, etc. But the business 
did not materialize. The funds disap¬ 
peared and the company was placed in j 
the hands of a receiver. Investigation 
proves that the stockholders will not 
recover one cent of their invested 
money, but on the contrary will be 
compelled to pay perhaps 20 per cent 
in assessments to meet the demands of 


some persons will say inhuman—re¬ 
strictions against tuberculosis patients. 
It has established a rigid quarentine 
against those unfortunates. A law has 
been enacted which makes it a criminal 
offense, punishable by a fine of $500, to 
transport a person afflicted with a con¬ 
tagious disease into that state. The 
governor of Texas is to issue, so the 
health department of the state has an¬ 
nounced, a proclamation declaring 
tuberculosis a contagious disease. These 
rigorous regulations are probably due 
to the fact that for many years portions 
of Texas, San Antonio and other locali¬ 
ties, have been favorite resorts for per¬ 
sons suffering from tuberculosis. Texas 
is now resolved to exclude them. The 
effect, of course, will be to send many 
of them to California. This state will 
not bar them out, but these southern 
counties should do that which Texas 
would better have done—so deal with 
the consumptives that there shall be no 
danger of their malady being communi¬ 
cated to others. This is the rational, 
scientific method. The Texas plan is 
neither rational, nor scientific, nor 
humane. 

The Southern California Anti-Tuber¬ 
culosis League, in whose membership 
San Diego, as well as several other 
cities, is represented, has taken the 
matter up and purposes during the next 
few months to conduct a vigorous cam¬ 
paign in behalf of the scientific treat¬ 
ment of the tuberculosis problem. The 
position of the league is that a tuber¬ 
culosis patient is not necessarily dan¬ 
gerous to the well; but that the tuber- 
bulosis patient who does not take 
proper precautions, and who does not 
obey the rules of hygiene, is dangerous 
to himself and to all who come in con¬ 
tact with him. The league maintains 
that the spread of the disease is due to 
ignorance and carelessness, and that it 
must be checked by intelligence and 
care, and to this end the members pro¬ 
pose to seek the co-operation of all who

California’s harvest has been in full 
tide during the month of August, and 
reports received by the California Pro¬ 
motion Committee from all parts of the 
state indicate that producers are getting 

In a few 


loads of green fruit were shipped from 
the state. Grapes have been especially 
good, and high prices for all classes 
have prevailed. 

Building operations throughout the 
state have been active, and include 
many new school houses and factories 
in all parts of the interior. This in¬ 
creased building is especially noticeable 
in larger cities and towns. In San 
Francisco conditions in building have 
been maintained on a par with that of 
several months past. 

Reports from many points show that 
electrical railway construction is pro¬ 
gressing rapidly in all directions, and 
much new territory is being brought in¬ 
to close communication with the mar¬ 
kets. In connection with this there is 
greatly increased demand for small 
farms, with consequent additional sub¬ 
division of large tracts. 

Reports received from the East in¬ 
dicate that there will be heavy immi¬ 
gration during the coming colonist 
season, commencing September 1st. It 
is noted by eastern representatives of 
the committee that inquiries about Cali¬ 
fornia have greatly increased in com¬ 
parison with those preceding similar 
seasons. 

Demand for labor throughout the 
state continues. In San Francisco the 
demand in the building trades is at 
present supplied with the exception of 
lathers, plasterers, plumbers and stair 
builders.

The Heavens in September. 

By Henry Norris Russell, Ph. D., in 
Scientific American: Daniel’s comet, 
which has been visible to the naked 
eye in the morning sky for some weeks 
past, is still increasing in brightness, 
and has become a conspicuous object, 
much surpassing anything of the sort 
that we have had the chance to see in 
the last fifteen years. 

At the date of writing, its head is al¬ 
most of the second magnitude, and its 
tail is fully ten degrees long, and is 
growing rapidly. For the next few 
weeks it will be a fine sight, though the 
neighborhood of the moon has interfered 
with it somewhat during the latter part 
of August. But early in September she 
gets out of the way, and at this time 
the comet will probably appear to great 
advantage, as it will be just past peri¬ 
helion, when comets’ tails usually reach 
their greatest development. 

The comet has already passed its 
nearest approach to the earth—70 mil¬ 
lion miles—which was reached on Aug¬ 
ust 1, when it was 85 million miles from 
the sun, but it will not nearest to the 
sun till September 4, when its distance 
will be 48 million miles. At this time 
it will be about 100 million miles from 
us, but the resulting loss of brightness 
will be more than balanced by the gain 
due to its approach to the sun. 


all cases this will enable us to predict 


their motions with sufficient accuracy 
to find them when we wish to observe 
them further, and then our latter ob¬ 
servations can be used to determine 
just how they are moving. 

In the present case it is too soon to 
say what the exact character of the 
comet’s orbit is. We can, however, be 
sure that it is not of short period, for so 
conspicuous a body would certainly 
have been seen at an earlier return to 
the sun, if it made one in recent years.
